We
should provide every facility to
make it easy for these people in
Saluda to come to Newberry, ‘T'he
Saluda side of Saluda County is a
good farming section and the farm-
ers as a rule are prosperous, and it
is to the interest of the Newberry
merchants to encourage this trade
in every legitimate manner. No
better evidence couid be given that
we appreciate this business than to
make the roads so that it would not
be a burden to come to town.

In a trip to Saluda County last
week we met a large number of
wagons loaded with cotton coming
to Newberry to maiket and in the
afternoon we met these same
wagons returning home loaded with
the wares of the merchants of New-
berry. Good roads would encourage
these people to continue to come to
Newberry,

We understand that Alderman
Langford who was not preseut at
the meeting of council when it was
decided to lay a brick pavement on
Friend Street from Caldwell to the
depot has protested against the
work being done though the brick
have been put in place and the
work commenced. He is the alder- :
man from Ward 4, in which this|
part of Friend Street is located.

This is one of the most frequent-
ed streets in the city leading direet
from the hotels to the depots and we
had hoped the council could pave
it like Main Street, and we must
belicve our information is incorrect
as ty the protest of Alderman Lang-
ford. The work is being done with
the brick taken up on Main Street
and we cannot understand how any
one could object to making a good
brick sidewalk on’this street, If ic

is true, however, council Hhould‘.
proceed with the work regardless!
